CLASS PROGRAMS READY 


Schedules For Upland Students 
Being Made by Principal; 
Space Is Taxed 








That many students living out- 
side the Chaffey district want ad- 
mission to the local junior col- 
lege, that the Chaffey 
will be crowded more than ever, 
and that class programs have al- 
ready been made out for approx- 
imately 1200 students were state- 
ments today by Dr. Merton E, 
Hill, principal; who will submit a 
detailed report on these features at 
the meeting of the Chaffey board 
of education tonight. 

Forty-five out-of-district stu- 
dents have been admitted and ap- 
plications from 23 others were be- 
ing considered today. 

“Only those students who show 
the best records and have the best 
qualifications are admitted from 
outside the district, so that the 
greatest progress can be made,” 
Dr. Hill said. 

Showing to what extent the 
buildings will be used, Dr. Hill 
pointed out that in the liberal arts 
and science buildings there are 53 
classrooms and on a basis of six 
periods a day, would make 318 
room periods available. 

The class schedule as outlined 
now calls for use of 96.5 per cent 
of this space continually, with 
some classes yet to be scheduled. 

“This condition is the most ele- 
gant evidence of crowded condi- 
tions anyone can show,” Dr, Hill 
added. 

On the basis of pre-registration 
made by the students in the spring, 
class schedules for the various stu- 
dents have been made by Dr. Hill 
and 300 students are yet to be pro- 
grammed at Chaffey. 

Harold W. Cook, principal of the 
Upland junior high, is making 
programs for the local students. 

“Each student has been given 
individual attention and the best 
possible program has been worked 
out to meet the individual needs,” 
the principal explained.

| Views on Water Situation Given 


by Ernest Detmers, Judge Hilton 





Should Upland get water from 
the Colorado river through 
joining the Metropolitan Water 
district act, or should other ways 
be devised to assure this city of 
getting sufficient water in the 
years to come? 

This is the question being 
studied by many local people to- 


day. In letters received by the 
Upland News and which are 
printed in full below, Ernest 


Detmers and Judge O. N. Hil- 
ton clearly express their views. 

As the result of the city’s new 
well on Sixth avenue producing 
a quantity of water almost equal 
to the former production, the 
water situation here is not crit- 
ical at present. It is the future, 
the local citizens are consider- 
ing. Sentiment among many, 
however, is that action should 
be taken now in preparation for 
the future supply. 





FAVORS RIVER WATER 

Here is the letter from Mr. 
Detmers: 

Just a few words anent the 
water situation. Of course and 
absolutely Upland should have 
the Colorado river water. And 
if this water is water that will 
be cheap and free of litigation 
it is the most valuable thing 
Upland or any other California 
city can get. Pumping plants 
from Sacramento to the border 
are a temporary thing and peo- 
ple who can’t see beyond their 
noses will some day see a re- 
versal of conditions—the dis- 
tricts who get river waters will 
flourish and the pump districts 
will revert to the desert. Why? 
Just because we are using more 
water than our rainfall and our 
small streams produce. Our 
underground waters have been 
sealed off from surface source 
thousands of years ago. 

Yes, your wells have flowing 
water. It tries to fill in the 
cone pumped out by heavy 
pumping, but it’s always lower 
every year and when you must 
finally lower to the next water 
strata the one above that was 
full of water is dry—no water 
at all coming out of it. 

Soon your lift will be very ex- 
pensive and when you hit gran- 
ite and if you could still lift it 
even that would finally stop. 

I can show you _ trickling 
streams in various washes 
around here that meander along 
for miles, but if they were di- 
verted a foot or two out of their 
tiny channels would sink. Even 
then they would only sink for a 
certain depth and would still be 
sealed off from your deep strata. 
It’s no time to wait till your 
water is gone and then make a 
noise.

ers of the following facts, which 
I have been assured are accur- 
ate, and cannot fail to be 
thought worthy of serious con- 


sideration by every citizen of 
Upland at this time. 
First, the allocation of the 


Colorado river waters stored in 
the Boulder canyon dam is 4,- 
400,000 acre feet per annum, 
with a possible increase in 1963 
of half of what remains from 
4,000,000 acre feet of water from 
which the demands of the Unit- 
ed States of Mexico have to be 
served first, and the balance 
equally divided between Arizona 
and California, which would be 
for each state less than 1,200,- 
000 acre feet per annum. 

The prior rights of the Imper- 
jal Valley irrigation district are 
over 7,000,000 acre feet per an- 
hum, and of the Blythe irriga- 
tion district are claimed to be 
in excess of 600,000 acre feet 
per annum. So that if these 
prior rights have to be satisfied, 
which is reasonably certain will 
be the case, before any water 
could be diverted from the Col- 
orado river Boulder dam reser- 
voir for the Metropolitan water 
district, there would not be 
enough water to even satisfy 
these prior rights, to say noth- 
ing of any surplus water for the 
said Metropolitan water distret 
to distribute elsewhere to any 
town or city. 

Besides the prior rights by 
appropriation the Imperial irri- 
gation district and the Blythe 
irrigation district and the whole 
lower valley on the California 
side may raise the claim of ri- 
parian ownership, which in keep- 
ing with the decisions of our 
courts, would prevent diversion 
from the Colorado river water- 
shed if such diversion should be 
considered detrimental to such 
riparian owners. 

In addition to all this, it 
shceuld be taken into considera- 
tion the expense of pumping the 
water out of the Colorado river 
watershed over the divide into 
Southern California, which ex- 
pense would become a _ fixed 
charge for all time as long as 
Southern California should di- 
vert the water by pumping and 
would be in all probability such 
an excessive charge that it would 
become prohibitive to use the 
water at least for irrigation in 
Southern California, as well as 
to many cities to use it for do- 
meste purposes only. 

It might also be well to con- 
sider that the Colorado river has 
a silt content of from ten to 
fourteen per cent of volume and 
the desilting of the same would 
add an enormous annual expense 
to the water users. 

Having in view these facts, it 
is inconceivable that any such 
proposed action on the part of 
your municipality in joining 
with such district, not to men- 
tion the proposed enormous out- 
lay for preliminary survey, could 
be seriously entertained by the 
citizens of Upland.
